On the contrary, it looks 
as if they were difpofed to prefcribe Terms to us rather 
than receive them from us, fince they are Mafters of 
al! the level Country, and all the Roads leading to 
Baltia and Bologna being fo much in their Power, that 
nothing can goimo thofe ‘Towns which they have a 
Mind to hinder. Meantime they make the Inhabi- 
fants that are in their Party, as well as thofe that are 
obedient to the Republick, pay heavy Contributions, 
without Diitinétion; fo that even the Towns which 
have fided with the Revolters, are fo overburdened 
with Impofiticns, that their Inhabitants repent of their 
Difobedience to their lawful Government. 

Paris, March 23.0.5. The News of the Acceffion 
of Spain is infinitely pleafing to the Cardinal de Fleury, 
the whole Court, and the Nation in general ; and no 
doubt that the Differences betwixt Spain and Portugal 
will be fpeedily accommodated, fince the Cardinal la- 
bours that Point both with Heart and Hand. ‘Tis
